Washington—<;T>—Senator 
Burke 


of Nebraska, one of the administra- 
tion's severest Democratic critics, 
called today for the resignations of 
the members of the national labor 
relations board, charging they con- 
ceived their duty to be the "com- 
pulsory unionization" of American 
workers. 


Burke addressed 
a meeting of 


delegates to the annual conference 
of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce. 


He asserted that new personnel 


on the labor board would "greatly 
help" to solve what he termed the 
"deplorable situation" now existing 
around the labor relations law. He 
declared some changes were need- 
ed in the law itself, including a 
declaration of policy that it was in- 
tended to be fair to employers as 
well as to employes and also a 
provision giving courts concurrent 
jurisdiction with the labor board 
over labor questions. 


Burke said the labor act had 


been designed "to promote indus- 
trial peace." but that in operation, 
"it has had exactly the opposite 
effect." Sees Discrimination 


He cited numerous cases handled 


by the labor board in which, he 
said, there was not only discrimi- 
nation against the employer but 
also discrimination against groups 
of workers other than those repre- 


• sented by the committee for in- 
dustrial organization. 


"A deadly new depression." he 


said, "that has strangled industry 
and has deprived millions of re- 
sponsible American citizens of their 
jobs has been caused in consider- 
able part by the government-spon- 
sored industrial strife of the past 
year." ' 


The labor board, he declared, has 


as its purpose "to accomplish a na- 
tional closed shop."

"The very fact that at the most, 


not more than seven, or eight, mil- 
lion workers out of a total of 35 
or 40 million have seen fit to be- 
come 
dues-paying 
members

trade unions." Burke said, "is proof 
conclusive to this federal agency 
that employers are intimidating 
and coercing their employes. 


"They close their eyes to 
the 


truth that among the workers of 
the nation there is every shade of 
opinion, from the millions who are 
staunch union men by conviction 
and as the result of experience to 
other millions who are indifferent, 
and still others who are bitterly 
opposed to both the theory and the 
practice of unionism. 


"In this Democratic nation each 


progra'm has a right to its own 
ideas and should be protected in 
the exercise of that right. To join 
or not to join should be the free

Governor LaFollette's address, deliv- 


ered at the baptism of the National Pro- 
gressive party, and which was published 
in last Friday's Post-Crescent, has been 
analyzed from ocean to ocean with vary- 
ing and conflicting emotions and conclu- 
sions.

A man cannot in an hour or several hours 
cover so vast a subject involving so many 
details as national policy without leaving 
a great many questions to be asked. 


Thus Mr. LaFollette said that "the 


ownership and control of money and cred- 
it, without qualification or reservation, 
must be under public and not private con- 
trol." 


That sentence has been variously in- 


terpreted from an adoption 
of Father 


Coughlin's mistaken financial theories to 
an acceptance of extreme Socialist notions 
which the governor elsewhere abandoned. 


But there are parts of Mr. LaFolletle's 


address that demand no questions to clear 
up their meaning. "We flatly oppose ev- 
ery form of coddling or spoon-feeding the 
American people," is pretty plain. "No 
government on earth can 
successfully 


manage, regulate and direct the numerous 
details that make for healthy families or 
successful business." And that, too, shows 
genuine and healthy thinking. The state- 
ment that after there has been restored 
to every American "the opportunity to 
help himself" he must be left to his own 
resources whether that result in his sink- 
ing or swimming, sounds good enough to 
be recognized in every era of American 
history -with the exception of the years 
1933 to date. 


Neither may n have beer, any mere 


accident that Mr. LaFollette left 'for his 
closing declaration that 
this 
western 


world must be kept entiiely free from 
trespass by foreign powers because that 
is at once historically true, reasonable 


WHO IS GREAT IN THIS COUNTRY 


The value of leadership is not to be 


discounted. Indeed it is of overwhelming 
importance. 


But just the same the value of those 


who never care to mount a rostrum, make 
a speech or wield the scepter of power 
should not be underrated merely because 
craning necks and huzzas do not follow 
upon their footsteps. Much was made in 
this column recently of Johnny Appleseed, 
in his grave nearly a century, and of his 
high worth to the people of America. The 
only trouble is we have

who are valuable to the nation to recount 
or mention them all. 


Perhaps, because of the criticism that 


in their daily fare, those in office should 
receive some token of distinction besides 
their title. And the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration feels likewise because it has

whom it deems 


"worthy of preservation for posterity.'' 


Stated otherwise, a public official may 


have his portrait painted by the WPA fed- 
eral srtist project if he can establish his 
worthiness. More than 200 officials have 
been considered worthy to date, had their 
portraits painted, and received the thrill 
of seeing them on public display. 
Of 


course this work is done gratis. 


But that our public officials, worthy or 


otherwise, have a high opinion of their 
just desserts may be seen in the fact that 
the WPA has enough applications on hand 
to keep a hundred artists busy for more 
than a year. 


In the due course of events, as events 


run in America these days, a tidy sum 
will be set aside to build a safe public 
gallery in which our worthy officehold- 
ers, with emphasis on the worthy, and 
their ideals of democracy may frown down 
upon ihe breathless crowds that gather to 
view the great.

There isn't any particular pleasure in 


an American finding some other country 
far in advance of his own in respect to im- 
portant measures and policies and particu- 
larly when that other country is Eng- 
land, always smug and pretty well satis- 
fied.

budget with something on the safe side, 
about 140 millions in our money.

She raises the tax on tea, 
and the British drink tea like we drink 
coffee. There are other taxes, not entire- 
ly enough to balance her budget with the 
extremely heavy demand for armaments 
but sufficient to pay about three-fourths 
of the way, filling in the gap with some 
short temporary borrowings that will be 
paid out of these new taxes as they con- 
tinue into other years and the armament 
program lessens its demands.

Concentration Of Power

cause, if investments in a certain 
field should drop in value, it does 
not as a rule affect the portfolios of 
other investments. This diversity 
has been a big feature of life insur- 
ance companies. 


There is one possibility that may 


arise out of political tinkering with 
insurance companies. It relates to 
the forcing of more government se- 
curities on the insurance companies, 
or at least preventing them from 
exercising any veto on reckless is- 
suance by the government of more 
and more securities. 


The banks already have a higher 


proportion of their deposits invest- 
ed in government securities, and the 
insurance companies also show a 
higher proportion of their assets in 
government bonds than at any time 
in their history. 


Government Securities 


Back in 1929, the investments of 


k the 49 companies which do virtual- 
' ly all the insurance business of the 


country contained only about 2 per 
cent of their total assets in govern- 
ment bonds. But, on Jan. 1, 1938, the 
per centage of government secur- 
ities to the total assets had gone up 
to 18.2 per cent. It now amounts to 
about $4,416,000,000—an unprecent- 
ed amount as well as percentage. 


Cash held by the insurance com- 


panies unable to find safe invest- 
ment is higher today than ever. It 
•was only $117.000,000 in 1929, but to- 
day $625.000.000 in cash is lying idle 
in the insurance companies, waiting 
for some way to be properly in- 
vested. 


Naturally, this idleness irks the

Here then, on the matter of rail-

of government securities, a group of 
private citizens are in a position to 
exercise an independent judgment 
in investing funds.

Old Gardener Says: 


Cutworms are the spring peren- 


nials among garden pests. 
A few 


warm days and they come crawl- 
ing out of the soil at night to sever 
tender young plant stems from their 
roots. 
Because they hide during 


the day, it is impossible to control 
them with sprays and dusts. There- 
fore, a bait must be resorted to. 
Prepared cutworm baits are for sale 
at supply stores, but a bait is only 
as effective as it is attractive, and 
a bait must be fresh to attract cut- 
worms. If the commercial prepara- 
tions can be purchased in small 
quantities and kept fresh, well and 
good. It is a very simple matter, 
however, for the garden maker to 
mix his own bait. Five pounds of 
bran and i pound of Paris green 
are mixed together in the dry state. 
Then, 1 pint of molasses is dissolved 
in 1J quarts of water and the dry 
mixture moistened with it. 
The 


result should be a crumbly mass 
which is not doughy. In the early 
evening lightly scatter this bait 
around the garden where cutworms 
are likely to attack. Repeat every 
few days during the cutworm sea- 
son, using freshly mixed bait.

Child Can Learn Many 


Things From Gardening

Making a garden is s. delightful occupation for anybody, but a very 


special one for children. Children and plants and-puppies and kittens 
and calves and spring time, go together in an earthly harmony that in- 
spires raptures within them. A child cannot spend time with these de- 
lightful things and not add something intangible and lovely to his souL 
Every child who can work in a bit of ground should be helped in making 
a garden. 


This garden should have the best soil," face the sun, catch the rains, 


and be sheltered from the harsh winds. The sour corner behind the 
house, the hard piece under the maple, the swampy piece by the spring 
won't do for a child's garden, for he must overcome his difficulties 
easily. Give him a bit of the best land and keep it small—three feel by 
six is fine for a start. 


Dig it deeply for him. He is not able to do that for himself. Let him 


begin raking it when it is dry enough, and keep raking it until no 
stone as big as the end of his finger, shows. Then help him trace the 
lines for the rows and plant the seeds. 


Children like to grow both vegetables and flowers as a usual thing 
Beans are good starters, so are 
radishes. I begin with radishes be- 
cause they never fail, and they 
come on fast. 
Next some sturdy 


seeds like nasturtium, 
for color, 


sweet alyssum for edging and per- 
fume, too. If he can have the use 
of a trellis let him plant some morn- 
ing glories. This will give him a 
good garden: watching and tending 
it will teach him more about life 
and its ways than any of us can 
teach him in a season's length. 


First he learns to wait. That is 


something we all have to learn. We 
are strong in the start, but we hate 
to wait lor our work to root, grow 
and give us the harvest. We want 
to reap the day we sow. But we 
learn to wait and hope and watch 
and tend the things we cherish. 
That will help the child when he 
learns it, as he will. 


He learns to go with the laws of 


nature. It seed is sown in stony 
ground, it weeds rise and choke 
the young plants, if drought withers 
them or floods wash them away, he 
must begin again, battle the ele- 
ments and battle the conditions and 
win success. The garden grants no 
favors. One works for every plant 
he gels, and values it accordingly. 
There is great honor in rearing a 
plant to full beauty, full produc- 


tion, whether it be a potato or a 
rose.

thing grows in a garden because 
it is a bit of Mother Earth to whom 
all things are the children of her 
bosom. The weeds, beetles, birds, 
snakes, frogs, plants and the ele- 
ments of the weather, all touch 
that garden as a matter of course.
